France Has a Big Job in Separating 


Church and State. 


Paris, Dec. 15.—The abolition of the 
eoncordat and the substitution of the 
naw regime following the separat. >u 
of church and state involves an exten­ 
sive change in the existing conditions 
under which the state carries on thou­ 
sands of churches, paying the salaries 
of bishops and priests and conducting 
the entire adm inistrative machinery 
of the religious system. 
A com mittee 
which has been appointed by the min­ 
ister of public worship has begun to 
study the change trom the old to the 
new system . 
This is divided into 
three heads: 
First, classification of 
church property, including art treat, 
ures valued at several billion francs; 
second, readjustm ent of the salaries 
of the clergy, which will be gradually 
reduced until they are extinguished; 
third, the formation of civil corpora­ 
tions to carry on the churches, 
The 
law perm its toe churches to continue 
without 
interruption until 
the civil 
corporations are formed. 
W hen these 
are formed the real and personal prop­ 
e r ty of the churches rev e rts to the 
governm ent. 
The first issue over the 
law will arise in determ ining the com­ 
position of the civil corporations 
In 
the m eantim e the governm ent is ta u 
ing an inventory of all the church 
property and has Issued a circular 
w arning the public that the sale of 
any personal effects or treasures of 
the churches will be prosecuted and 
punished under the term s of the new 
law.
